She 
was present the night of the tragedy 
wlien Huj»p came home, found Joyce 
with Mrs. Hupp and shot and killed 
him when he discovered him hiding 
in the attic.

The effect of this stamp campaign 


upon the boys themselves is also im- 
portant. 
It is a training in doing 


civic work. The great trouble with 
us is that too few have been train- 
ed to community work. 
We expect 


that other people will carry on the 
public enterprises, while we sit back 
and criticise. If a generation of boys 
could come along 
who have been 


trained to do public 
work, 
they 


•would do greater things than their 
fathers. 


The service being rendered by the 


Boy Scouts in these public causes 
show the great value of boy organi- 
zation. There should be a troop of 
Scouts in every village and city dis- 
trict. Where such troops do not ex- 
ist, ojher_ organizations like Sunday 
School classes and clubs should vol- 
unteer to help the Thrift stamp 
campaign.

If it cannot be had in any 


other way the 
community 
should 


take it and pay the damages if there 
are any. House to house canvasses 
for garden workers should then be 
made. 


The next thing is to make prac- 


tical arrangements for getting seed 
and fertilizer and 
ploughing and 


preparing the land. Unless seed and 
fertilizer are ordered at once there 
will be 
trouble in 
getting it on 


time. Last year many towns found 
the work more costly by having no 
good arrangements for getting gar- 
den plots plougher and harrowed, 
We shall need every pound of vege- 
tables that can be produced. We may- 
feel a food famine next winter far 
worse than our experience of 1917- 
18. The Newark school boys and 
girls did splendid garden work last 
year and the teachers report that 
their rrecord this year will be even 
better than that of 1917. 


RUN DOWN BUILDINGS. 


One of the difficulties standing in 


the way of civic improvements is 
the feeling of many people that it 
does not pay to improve run down 
property. 
They will continue let- 


ting dwellings at a low rental, when 
by spending some money and im- 
proving them, they could be let for a 
good deal more. 


In towns where civic improvement 


ideas are being vigorously pushed, 
some astonishing transformations of 
property are being made. Old ram- 
shaekled buildings that seemed about 
to tumble down are spruced up with 
new paint and paper, and they look 
surprisingly well 
and 
bring good 


prices. 


The high cost of building gives 


almost any kind of a structure some 
value. 
In its poorly kept condition 


it seems 
as if it was not worth 


spending money 
upon. 
Yet com- 


monly it is seen that the framework 
is sound, and that with exterior and 
interior 
repairs it can 
be put in 


good shape for many years and at a 
total cost 
far less than 
building 


new. 


People are becoming used to liv- 


ing in smaller quarters. 
In many 


places structures which had-become 
an eyesore to the neighborhood, are 
being fitted up for apartments. If 
the thing is done tastefully, the re- 
sult is surprisingly good. The cost 
is low and people get homes for a 
moderate rental. 


A run down building is a handi- 


cap to a town's advance. It makes a 
whole neighborhood 
look 
poverty- 


stricken and slovenly. 
People who 


are naturally slack are encouraged 
by its proximity to allow their own 
places to become Gisorderly. 
The 


.moment such a building is brighten- 
ed up and improved, the neighbors 
begin to feel that they also must 
clean up and paint up to keep peace 
with the charse. 


TETANUS. 


(Youth's Companion.) 


The popular name for this disease, 


lockjaw, is not a good one, for it de- 
scribes one symptom only—and not 
the one that is always the most 
prominent. Moreover, lockjay, or in- 


1 ability to open the mouth, may oc- 
cur from causes that have no connec- 
tion with tetanus. 
That disease, 


which has been known for thousands 
of years, has become one of the sroat 
scourages of the war. on the western 
battle front. 
It is not a contagious 


disease—the sick do not transmit it 
to the well through contact or prop- 
inquity—but it is infectious; that is, 
it is caused by a specific germ. 
That germ, the tetanus bacillus, 


gains entrance into the body through 
a break in the skin, and grows in 
the tissues, giving out a poisonous 
secretion or .toxin that especially af- 
fects the spinal cord, and through it 
causes the spasms typical of the dis- 
ease. The germ exists in the soil, 
and especially rich and highly ma- 
nured soil. 
That explains the pre- 


valence of tetanus among the wound- 
ed soldiers in Flanders and in north- 
ern France, for that land has been 
for many years richly fertilized. 


When freely exposed to air the te- 


tanus germ cannot grow; it thrives 
only in closed spaces where there is 
little or no oxygen. That is the rea- 
son why a penetrating wound, such 
as one caused by a nail, or a jagged 
wound, such as one made by shrapnel 
or by a bit of exploding shell, is more 
likely to be followed by tetanus than 
an open wound. The disease used to 
be common after the Fourth of July, 
the result of wounds made by caps 
and blank cartridges, but since the 
inauguration of the "safe-an-sane" 
Fourth it is rarely heard of. at that 
time. It sometimes occurs after vac- 
cination when there has been care- 
lessness in keeping the wound free 
from contamination. 


The first symptom may appear in 


two days, or they may not manifest 
themselves for weeks after the in- 
jury. 
They consist usually of a 


slight stiffness in the jaw or face 
muscles—a condition that makes it 
difficult for the patient to masticate 
or swallow. 
The muscles of the 


body and limbs then become in- 
volved; they jerk when the skin is 
touched or when the bed is jarred, 
or even when a whiff of air blows on 
the body. 


Prevention is better than cure, for 


the disease is usually fatal. 
All 


wounds that are jagged and narrow 
or 
deep 
should 
be 
thoroughly 


cleansed and opened so that the air 
may have free access, and they 
should be frequently irrigated, in the 
way that war wounds now are. If 
there is any chance that the wound 
has been contaminated with garden 
soil or refuse, a physician should give 
a dose of anti-tetanus serum. That 
is an almost certain preventative, but 
it must be given as soon as possible, 
for it has little effect after the dis- 
ease has fully developed. Physicians 
sometimes try other remedies when 
it is too late for antitoxin before the 
disease has become established.

Cromer, Will Crooks, Lord Curzon. 
Lord Gladstone, Lord Haldane, Mr. 
Henry James, Mr. John Redmond, 
Mr. Self ridge, Mr. Zanguill.

Humphry Ward, and fullv a hundred 
others. 


Among other things, we supplied 


three hundred and sixty newspapers

We established connection with the 
man in the street through

ing States. We advised and stimu- 
lated many people tojwjite articles; 
we utilized the friendlytWvices and 
assistance of confidential friends:

Americans constantly, and establish- 
ed association, by personal corres- 
pondence, with influential and emi- 
nent people of every ^profession in 
the United States, beginning 
with 


university and 
college-' presidents, 


professors and scientific men,

We"-Basked 
our 


friends and correspondents to 
ar- 


range for speeches, debates, and lec- 
tures by American citizens, but we 
did not encourage Britishers to go 
to America and preach-- the doctrine 
of entrance into the war.. 
Besides 


an immense private correspondence 
with individuals, we had our docu- 
ments and literature sjent to great 
numbers of public libraries. Y. M. 
C. A. societies, universities, colleges, 
historical societies, clubs, and news- 
papers.—Sir Gilbert Parker in-Harp- 
er's Magazine for March.

CAMPAIGN FOR WAR 


CHEST GIVEN BOOST 


BY UNDERWRITERS 


The first of a series of social meet- 


ings was held last night in the Ma- 
sonic Temple by the Licking County 
Life Underwriters' Association and a 
number of their friends. 
At 6 


o'clock an appetizing dinner was 
served, after which the piesident ol 
the association—George Hayden, »r. 
—spoke, stating that the object of 
these meetings was not to talk 
"shop," but to further the Interest of 
the community, and then introduced 
the speaker of the evening, Charles 
A. Anderson, of the Ohio National 
bank, and president of the Advertis- 
ing club of Columbus. Mr. Anderson 
took as his subect: "The Columbus 
War-Chest Campaign," and stated 
that the interest created by the war 
relief campaign cultivated an enor- 
mous amount of civic spirit and was 
the finest thing that Columbus ever 
had; men became acquainted with 
others whom they had never noticed 
before and found them to be good 
fellows after all. 


There were 127 war relief agencies 


on record, and according to the old 
plan in Columbus it was hard to dis- 
criminate the good from the bad. 


The war-chest plan was used in 


Syracuse, N. Y., and other cities, and 
were found to be very successful, and 
Columbus following the ideas of these 
cities inaugurated the plan for war 
relief funds. Previous to this Colum- 
bus raised $1,340,000 for the Y. M. 
C. A. and found that just 13,000, or 
5 per cent of the people contributed 
to this fund. 


Mayor George J. KarD was ap- 


pointed temporary chairman of the 
war-chest campaign, and 120 care- 
fully-selected men and women were 
chosen to elect an executive commit- 
tees of ten. This committee was 
composed of the most influential men 
of Columbus from all classes, and in- 
stead of having 13,000 contributors it 
was planned to have between 70,000 
and 80,000. The final organization 
was composed of 7000 workers, and 
the aim for 1918 was $3,000,000. 
Besides the executive committee there 
were subscription and publicity com- 
mittees and division heads appointed. 
Every house in Columbus was can- 
vassed and arrangements were made 
whereby the payments could be made 
monthly. Everybody "came across," 
even the men in the blind asylum 
earning from $3 to $5 per week 
making brooms, gave from 25 to 50 
cents per month. 


Each day during the campaign the 


division 'heads met at the Elks' 
Home and good fellowship was en- 
joyed, which made the men more de- 
termined to go "over the top." At 
the end of the week $3,740,000 was 
subscribed. 


When Columbus is asked to fur- 


nish a certain quota for war relief 
work it is not necessary to have a 
campaign now, but the cause is refer- 
red to the executive committee, and 
if the cause, is worthy a check for the 
amount is given at once. The over- 
head, expenses of the campaign was 
paid by 35 men, who each contribut- 
ed !$1000 for this purpose, and every 
dollar contributed to the war-chest 
will be used for war relief work. 


Much credit is due to Robert F. 


Wolfe, owner of The Dispatch and 
Journal, without whose aid it was 
doubtful if the campaign would even 
been as successful as it was. Mr. 
Wolfe in 15 minutes' time secured 
20 men who subscribed 41000 each 
for 'the expense of the campaign. 


In conclusion, Mr. Anderson said 


there is nothing that will knit to- 
gether the community as a campaign 
such as this, all citizens were doing 
a common service for a common 
cause, and Columbus was better off 
in a number of ways for adopting 
the war-chest campaign. 


The opinions of a number of the 


Newark business men were asked for 
in regard to a similar campaign in 
this city, and C. Harrington Davis 
and William H. Mazey, of the Lick- 
ing County War Relief committee, 
said that steps had been taken in that 
direction and already chairmen have 
been appointed in 25 of the 26 town- 
ships in the county for war relief 
work, and that the committee was 
considering favorably a war-chest 
campaign in Newark and Licking 
county.

GRANVILLE TOWNSHIP 


The United States department of 


agricuture has ordered an invoice of 
the food supply of the United States. 
This survey is conducted with a view 
to compiling statistics upon which to 
base exports to our allies, and fur- 
ther to determine the amount of 
food which must be retained to feed 
Americans adequately. 


Granville township has been select- 


ed as typical of the general popula- 
tion if Ohio. It is anticipated that 
every household will co-operate gen- 
erously in making up this data which 
the government requests. 


Professor 
Detweiler's 
advanced 


students of sociology of Denison Uni- 
versity will make the canvass, under 
the direction of the government's 
representative. 
The blanks will be 


put out the first of the week, com- 
mencing March 4, and collected the 
latter part of the week. 


While it is desirable that figures of 


food on hand and amount used in a 
year by the family be as accurate as 
possible, in some instances approxi- 
mate estimates will have to suffice. 
Names may be omitted where there is 
any hesitancy felt; the data is what 
the government wants. 
The num- 


ber of persons composing the fam- 
ily, and approximate income form an 
important part of the data, especially 
since 
economic 
conditions 
have 


changed materially in the past year 
or so. 


It is well in compiling your data 


to keep in mind the food law passed 
last summer, which states that a fam- 
ily is entitled to any amount of food 
that has been raised or preserved by 
their efforts, to a 30-60 days supply 
of food not raised by them, to a sea- 
son supply of crops like potatoes, etc. 


Further instructions will appear in 


the papers during the week, so that 
housewives will be familiar with in- 
formation necessary for filling in the 
survey blanks.

PAUL SNYDER WRITES 
OF SHOOTING ON THE 


C, SHERIDAN RANGE 


The following letter of much in- 


terest was received by Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank Snyder of North Fifth street, 
from their son Paul, in service at 
Camp Sheridan, but for past week 
has been at Rifle Range, situated 12 
miles from camp. 
Sunday at Rifle 


Range: 


Dear Mother and Father:—It is 


now about 7:15, just finished break- 
fast. 
We are usually shooting by 


this time, but will not start today un- 
til about 9 o'clock. I was shooting 
Friday but was instructor and keep- 
ing score yesterday. 
There must be 


some noise on real battle front, be- 
cause here we shoot about 1300 a 
minute, and it makes quite a noise. 
We shoot at three different ranges— 
100. 
200 and 300 yards. 
On the 


100-yard line.* we lie down to shoot 
and on the 200 and 300 we stand in 
trenches. 
The targets are made of 


1-4 paper and are 4 feet square, but 
from the 300 yard line they 
look 


about IS miles square. 
Back 
of 


targets is a big pine woods and the 
bullets certainly cut the trees down. 
In close to targets there must be 
two or three hundred shot to pieces. 
Most of these trees are 16 inches in 
diameter and ther" are 
some 
48 


inches 
with 
bullet 
holes 
clear 


through (hem. 
We found 
bullets 


sticking in trees two miles back from 
!hc range. 
The gun docs not seem 


to kirk as much as a shotgun . I 
shot 120 limes Friday and my shoul- 
der wai just a 15!lle sore. 
All the 


boys seem to lie shooting very good 
considering we never used a rifle be- 
fore. I did no! miss Uie "Rnlls eye" 
over eight inches at any time and 
most of them only four inches off. 
Mv best shooting was done from the 
300 yard line and did not have much 
trouble hitting the "bulls eye" from 
there. 
Friday i» rained most of the 


day. 
li«t we finished our shooting 


just the same. (We do not mind rain 
much any more.) 
It is not so bad 


out hero as we thought it would be. 
Did not think "cats" would lie so 
good »«< everything is O. K. Water 
is not very good and must be boiled 
thirty minutes lieforc we are allowed 
to drink it. Last night we were over 
over to home of man who owns this 
ground and H is the first real south- 
ern home I have seen. We are invit- 
ed there for a wild duck dinner to- 
day, but do not know for sure if we 
can get away. Three other fellows 
and myself.

around the "Rifle Range".
